ENGINEER FLOYD’S ACTION 
SAVES MANY PASSENGERS.

Cars—Jumps in Time to Escape. 


Terre Haute, Ind., May 8.—{Spectal.}—The 
north-bound Chicago and Nashville limited 
on the Chicago and Hastern IIlinois was 
struck by three empty runaway gravel cars 
at Lyford, thirteen miles north of here, early 
this morning. The engine went on its side 
and the trucks of a baggage ear left the 
rails, but all the other cars temained on 
the rails: No one was injured. Engineer 
Floyd and Fireman Dwyer saw the cars in 
time to put on the emergency brakes. They 
escaped with a few scratches. Two of the 
gravel cars Were wrecked. 

The officials of the road believe the gravel 
cars had the air brakes released while on an 
inclined siding and were run on the matin 
track by malictous persons. The ears had 
been left at a gravel pit last evening and 
in such a position they could not have rolled 
to the main line by gravitation. The com- 
pany ‘has a great deal of trouble at 
Lyford since tHe 18904 strike, when the miners 
there practically blockaded the road for sev- 
eraldays. A half-dozen accidents have since 
oceurred at the point, and only a few days 
ago the people of the town whipped a eon- 
stable and burned his house because he was 
arresting boys for stoning a passenger train. 

Silas H. Jenkins of New York, who was 
one of the pa on the wrecked tram, 
said at the Pacific Hotel late last 
night that but for the coolness and courage 
ort Engineer Floyd there would have been 
great loss of life probably. “The place 
where the wreck occurred,” he said, “is 
recognized as one of the most dangerous on 
the road, there being a steep embankment 
of about twenty feet on ¢ne side, and at 
least 200 feet on the other. The train was 
within about 300 feet of the gravel cars be- 
fore they were seen by Engineer Floyd. In

The greatest trouble occurs 
with foreigners newly arrived from Europe.

Then the boy demands 
an excessive price for the stuff and heated 
arguments follow.

In telling how to guard against and how to 
cure tuberculosis at the meeting of the Im- 
nois Homeopathic Medical association yes- 
terday Dr. H. V. Halbert made many rade 
ical suggestions. 

“ Kissing,” said the doctor, “ should be | 

religiously tabooed. Holy water and cém- | 
munion cups should be matters of individwal 
possession to those who destre such indul- 
gences, and every witness before the court 
should be obliged to swear with uplifted hand 
rather than promiscuously.kiss the Bible. 
Much care has been given to the adultéra- 
tion and infeetion of food products, but the 
precaution and protection may be carried to 
a higher degree of protection. When we ex- 
amine the cow and the milk, the meat and 
other food, we should not forget the man 
who peddles the article of diet. The mifik- 
man, the baker, the confectioner, the cook, 
and the butcher should alike be under the 
eye of scientific scrutiny. These may seem 
to be trivial considerations, but they are 
warnings which will some day be respected 
and, at least, if not heeded may cause a 
public regret. 
The long hair and full beard ought tober 
discouraged by general disapprobation. The 
tobacco factories should be under Board of 
Health inspection lest the disease should in- 
crease by means of a cigar. The table and 
cooking utensils of public houses and res- 
taurants, as well as bed linen of hotels, 
should be sterilized, even at the point of the 
bayonet if necessary.’ Sunlight and ventila- 
tion ought to be requirements which every 
architect should observe. 

Outdoor exercise and fresh air, which, is 
nature’s oxygen treatment, is the most fre- 
quent used remedy for tuberculosis. If peo- 
ple would knock out a few window panes 
and put a ventilator in the top of their sleep- 
ing- rooms: if they would seek a constant 
outdoor life, sleeping in tents if possible, 
they would become immune to tuberculosis. 
We can acclimatize ourselves to inclement 
weather better than4oul air. 

„I saw a man sometime ago who said he 
came to Chicago because he suffered with 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Think of it, Chi- 
cago atmosphere for lung invigoration! And 
yet this man actually got weil here.“

“Do the women employés of the municipal- 
ity do satisfactory work?” asked Herr Oscar 
Tippel, editor of the Schlesisckes Tagblatt of 
Schweidnitz, near Breslau, Germany, in a 
communication to Mayor Harrison. 

They are some of the most reliable work- 
ers the city has,” wrote Mayor Harrison in 
réply to Herr Tippel. 

Herr Tippel is compiling a volume on “ The 
Woman Question,” and it is to be world wide 
in scope. From each city of importance he 
desires information as to the number oi 
women employed in branches of the munici- 
pal government and as to the ability they 
dieplay in doing their work. The detailed 
réport which the Mayor will make in answer 
to the questions has been prepared by Hugo 
Grosser, city statistician, 

‘Without taking the school teachers into the 
account the city statistician has found that 
the city employs 184 women in the branches 
of service. 


The two most responsible positions held by

YACHT CONSTITUTION. 


Changes in Methods of Construction of 
the New Craft from the Methods Em- 
ployed in Building Columbia and 
Defender—Genius of the Designer Is 


Power with a Minimum Hardness of 
Form—Gain in Speed Is Assured. 


New York, May 6.—{Special.}—Through

THe TRIBUNE is enabled to present to its 
readers the first full and accurate descrip- 
tion of the new cup defender Constitution. 
Constitution is a high-powered Columbia, 
with the same sheer plan, the same draft, 
a lighter hull, more lead, with exactly a foot 
more beam (not two feet, as currently re- 
ported), with less dead-rise, a flatter floor, 


‘and a harder bilge..As a result of these 


‘combined improvements, all looking to the 
one object of increased power, it carries 
about 10 per cent, or about 1,300 feet, more 
‘gail than Columbia. 
Its dimensions are as follows: Length over 
all, 182 feet 6 inches; length on water line at 
normal draft, 80 feet 9 inches: beam, 25 


| feet 24% inches; normal draft, 10 feet 10 inches. 


Other things being equal, the fundamental | 
object aimed at in the design of a ninety- 
foot racing yacht is power, or the ability to 
carry a maximum amount of sail. This may 
be secured by changes of form or by reduc- 
tion or, transposition of* weights, or both, 
Increased power due to form is gained by 

_ingrease of beam, by flattening the floor, and 
hardening or filling out the bilges, thereby 
raising the center of buoyancy and placing 
the body of the boat more upon the surface 
ot the water. Power due to form, however, 
is gained at the expense of sweetness of Mnes 
and ease of propulsion: hence the genius of 
the designer is shown in findfng that happy 
mean which gives a maximum power with a 
minimum hardness of form. 


14,400 Square Feet of Sail. 

Thus, comparing the last three Herreshoft + 
boats, Defender presents in its midship sec- 
tion the sWeetest and most beautiful form 
ever seen in an American ninety-footer,) the 
bilges rounding into the reverse curve of 
the garboards with the unbroken sweep of a 
letter 8. In Columbia the floor is flatter, 
the beam is increased, the bilge hardens, 
and the garboard curve is reduced.

Not all of this increased power is to be 
due to improved methods of construction, 
by which the same strength of spars and pull 
is secured with the use of less material. In 
a yacht of a given displacement every pound 
of weight that can be taken out of the rig- 
ging, spars, or hull may be placed in the lead 
keel, with a consequent increase in sail 
carrying power. Thus we find that the bal- 
last (that is, the lead keel and the loose pig 
lead for trimming of the vessel) has gone up 
from eighty-five tons in Defender, to ninety 
tons in Columbia, and as high as ninety- 
three tons in Constitution. Columbia is a 
larger boat than Defender, and probably is 
slightly heavier in construction, but as com- 
pared with Columbia the new boat, in spite 
of its greater beam and increased lead, will 
be of about the same displacement, a feat 
of construction for which the greatest credit 
is due to the designer. 

The considerable lightening of the hull of 
Constitution (which, be it remembered, has 
been accompanied by a decided gain in 
strength) has, been secured by a radical 
change in the “dethoa of framing. The usual 
system in yacht construction is to use shal- 
low transverse frames a few inches in depth 
at Intervals of twenty to twenty-two inches 
throughout the whole length of the yacht. 
This is the system adopted in Independence, 
Herreshoff's innovation consists in running

Sioned fight fans who have been on the 
anxious seat regarding the revival of boxing 
in Chicago will be compelled to wait until 
next Monday night before they will know 
— which direction the local pugilistic eat will 
ump. 

Tom Hanton, President ‘of the newly or- 
ganized Illinois Athletic club, who was to 
have a private confab with Mayor Harrison 
yesterday with regard to the boxing situa- 
tion, said last night that matters pertaining 
to the sport were still in the balance. 

Ive made no progress as yet.“ he said. 
“I intended to call on the Mayor today, but 
was informed he woyld not grant any per- 
mits, and that he would not make any 
promises until he could see his way clear.“ 

Hanton would not go into details regarding 
the outlook for boxing or the number of clubs 
which might receive recognition by the au- 
thorities. 

“It keeps me busy looking after the inter- 
ests of my club without dabbling in the af- 
fairs of other organizations,” said he. 

Alderman Henry L. Fick of the Ninth 
Ward announces that he will introduce in the 
Council on next Monday night an ordinance 
repealing the measure which Alderman Pat- 
pte egg had passed pro hibiting boxing exhibi- 

ons 

“I see no Harm in boxing contests, Alder- 
man Fick said. ‘* So long as they are con- 
ducted on the square they should, in my 
opinion, be permitted. The long vacation 
the boxers have been enjoying may have been 
a good lesson for some of them. I shall ask 
the Council to repeal the Patterson ordinance 
at the next meeting.”

majority of teachers in their schools were in 
favor of it.

| be vetoed, 

The telegrams received by Governor Yates 
were all in one form, and are alleged to have 
been sent out by Optional Pension com- 
mittge. Miss Haley's petitions are signed by 
the teachers. She urged the fact that the 
| petitions show by signatures the actual num- 
ber of teachers voting, while the telegrams 
give no authority for the indorsement of any 
one but the persons sending them. 


Mise Haley Shows Signatures. 
Among the telegrams received by Gov- 
ernor Yates was one from Samuel A. Harri- 


ing that twenty-five teachers there favored 
an optional pension law. The school has 
twenty-six teachers, and Miss Haley says 
she has twenty-three of their names signed 
to @ petition asking Governor Yates to veto 
the optional bill. A petition from Wilkam 
M. Roberts, principal of the Bismarck School, 
stated that the entire school force favored 
the optional bill. The force consists of 
twenty-four teachers, twenty-one of whom 
have signed the petition for a veto. 

George W. Davis, principal of the Haw- 
thorne School, sent a message containing the 
information that twenty-eight of the teach- 
ers in his school wished the Governor to 
sign the bill. The school contains thirty 
teachers, twenty-one of whom signed the 
petition against the optional Hill. 

Other telegrams from principals of other 
schools certified that the teachers in the main 
favored the optional bill, some of them alleg- 
ing that assent wae unanimous. 

The promoters of the attempt to retain the 
present bill found early in the week that the 
‘Optional Pension committee had sent let- 
ters to each of the principals of the schools 
asking them to send telegrams to Governor 
Yates petitioning him to sign the optional 
bill. The letters contained four forms of 
telegrams to be used as the circumstances 
demanded. Each principal was urged to fill 
out a telegram in one of the four forms as 
he saw fit and to send it to the Governor. 


Governor’s Suspicions Aroused. 


“ As soon as the Governor saw the petitfons . 
and the signatures I had with me,” said Miss 
Haley last night, he was convinced that 
something was wrong. The 1 
between the messages and the signat 
showed that there was misrepresentat — 
somewhere. The telegrams were positively 
untruthful, and if the bill is signed it will 
be on account of misrepresentation, for our 
petition contains a large majority of the 
teaching force. I was not surprised to find 
that the promoters of the optional bill had 
taken steps to indicate to Governor Yates 
that they were strongly supported, but I was 
astonished to learn that such underhand 
methods had been used.“

Clive Bigham, Former British Attache 
at Pekin, Gives in His Book, “A 
Tear in China,” the Most Complete 
Record Yet Published of the Trials 
and Deprivations Borne by That 
Brave Band of Rescuers—A Chinese 

- Servant’s Courage and Fidelity. 

A LIVE BIGHAM, a former British at- 
taché at Pekin, has summed up his 


min China in his volume, “A Year in 
4 China, 1899-19000 (Macmillan). His 
official and private travels carried him all 
over the interior of China, from Canton on 
the south to Vladivostok on the north, and, 
from the Thibetan border on the west to 
Shanghai and Pekin on the east. He was 
returning to Pekin when the Boxer riots 
broke out, and was just two days too late to 
become one of the besieged legation party. 
Instead he arrived at Tien Tsin in time to 
become an officer in Admiral Seymour's ill- 
fated relief expedition, and he has told the 
story of that episode more fully than any 
‘previous writer. 

Few persons a what a terrible expe- 
gience that devoted little army of 2,000 
British, American, Russian, a Japanese 
sailors and marines went thro before the 
baffied survivors had fought their way back 
to Tien Tsin. The comparatively insignifi- 
cant resistance made by the Chinese im- 

* perial troops at Pekin two months later 
has obscured the desperate bravery of the 
Boxers when they first threw themselves 
upon the hated foreigners. Mr. Bigham 
gives this description of the first attack 
upon Admiral Seymour's column when it 

nad gone about haifway to Pekin: 

“They came on us in a ragged line, ad- 
yancing at the double from a village some 
quarter of a mile to the left flank. Not more 
than a couple of hundred, armed with 
swords, spears, gingalls, and rifles, many of 

them being quite boys. To any one who had 
been some little time in China it was an al- 
most incredible sight, for there was no sign 
of fear or hesitation, and these were not 
fanatical ‘ braves,’ or the trained soidiers 
of the Empress; but the quiet, peace-loving 
peasantry—the countryside in arms against 
the foreigner. As they approached they 

— — on their knees, lifting up their hands 
to ven to invoke the god of war, the 
chief of their Boxer freemasonry. Then 
they charged until they dropped again, as 
our volleys began to tell. In twenty min- 
utes they were in full retreat, leaving some 

y dead on the field.”’ 

Up to this time the imperial troops had 

own no signs of hostility. When the allies 
passed General Nieh's army a few days 
fore the Chinese soldiers had fraternized 

with the foreigners to the best of their 

‘ability. But when the Taku forts were 

waptured there was a sudden @hange, and 


back to Tien Tsin it had been attacked by 
General Nieh's army. Mr. Bigham's testi- 
mony shows that the Boxers were more for- 
midable than the regular Chinese troops— 
probably because of their belief in their 
own invulnerability. Even when wounded 
Boxers were brought into camp Mr. Big- 
ham's intelligent Chinese servant refused 
to admit that real Boxers could be injured 
by bullets. This samé servant, by the way, 


through a message carried by him that the 
expedition was rescued. 

The retreat was begun because the expedi- 

tion's line of rear communication was cut, 
nm began to run short of provisions, and 
had many scores of wounded to care for. 
The journey back was one which the mem- 
‘bers of the expedition will never forget. 
Putting their killed and wounded in junks, 
they fought their way down the river, a few 
miles a day, until one night they were at- 
tempting to pass the Hsiku arsenal, when 
. they were met by a blinding sheet of fame 
and a roar of musketry from the parapets. 
They were in a death trap. eir only sai- 
vation lay in capturing the fort, and this 
they did, with many ‘signal instances of 
heroism an the part of every nationality. 
‘But, once in possession of the arsenal, they 
‘were besieged so closely that they had no 
chance to get provisions. The force was 
Gally growing weaker. There were 230 
wounded and sixty-four dead, 

The Tien Tsin settlement was only eight 
miles away, but all messengers sent thither 
‘appear to have deen killed. Finally Mr. 
Bigham'’s Chinese servant started on his 
perilous way with a cipher message, which 
he was to eat if caught. He swam the river, 

and, by combined ingenuity and pluck, man- 
aged at last to reach the French outposts at 
Wien Tsin, who ‘promptly fired upon him, 
mistaking him for a Boxer. But, by sema- 
-phoring to him with his arms, he finally got 
them to understand that he had a message. 
He had eaten the paper, but he managed to 
tell his story at the British consulate. Tien 
‘Tsin' itself had been relieved only that morn- 
ing, but in due time the unfortunate Ad- 
miral’s expedition was rescued, just as its 
; Survivors were about giving up hope. . 
Th chapters of travel, of which Mr. Big- 
ham's book chiefly consists, are interesting 
and valuable in their way, though they 
deal more with diplomatic and commercial 
- questions than the average reader cares for. 
His journey through the country districts 
' of Corea was a novelty, and his experience 
“shows the hopeless conservatism of the 
Coreans. The author believes these people 
cannot survive the inroads of more virile 
. Faces. The Japanese are already the prac- 
tical rulers of the country. Mr. Bigham's 
wolume is embellished with many photo- 
graphic views of unusual excellence. 


* 

It is disconcerting to the reader of a novel 
‘not to sure of the name of the girl be- 
loved by the young hero. If that reader cares 
anything for the illusion, the knowledge 
that the one who labored to create it is like- 
wise to blame for the careless shattering of 
It Leads to something akin to a sense of per- 
sonal insult.

ORD LEVEN’S appointment by the

try and has many associations here. Sec- 
oudly, few people, even in England, dre ac- 
quainted.with the nature of the office to 
which he has been appointed or with the 
duties and status of the General Assembly, 
while in the third place it is doubtful whether 
there are many people who are aware what 
tha State and Established Church of Scot- 
land really 18. 

Taking these three points in their inverse 
order, I would state that the Established 
Church of Scotland is Presbyterian, and it 
is owing to this that the British sovereign, 
who is Anglican and attends the Episcopal 
form of worship when in England as ruler 
of that country and supreme head of its 
state church, becomes a Presbyterian as 
soon as ever he crosses the Tweed into his 
northern kingdom, and in this capacity as 
monarch of Scotland and supreme head of 
its state church attends the Presbyterian 
services and takes the Presbyterian éac- 
raments. 

I do not wish to enter into any long his- 
torical disquisition, which would be alto- 
gether out of place in these columns, but 
would merely say that when at the time of 
the Reformation the Roman Catholic Church 
in Scotland was supplanted by that par- 
ticular form of Protestantism known as the 
Geneva Confession of Faith, the government 
of all ecclesiastical matters in Scotland was 
committed to the General Assembly, a coun-: 


eil of presbyters composed of ministers and 


laymen, elders ag they were then called, 
sent up as deputies by the several presby~- 
teries. The King or his commissioner was 
the secular President, and there was also a 
Moderator elected - from among the presby- 
ters as Acting President. 


tempts were made to establish the Episcopal 
form of worship as the state church of 
Scotland. But im 1600, after the revolution 
which brought about the downfall of the 
Stuart dynasty, the Presbyterian Church 
was reéstablished by law, andsince that date 
it has been the state church of Scotland, 

The General Assembly meets every spring 
in Holyrood Palace at Edinburg, is solemnly 
opened by the Lord High Commissioner, who 
is invariably a Scotch nobleman of lofty 
rank, and remains in session for about a 
fortnight until brought to a close by the 
commissioner. The latter represents the 
King and as such enjoys most of the pre- 


| rogatives of a Viceroy during his brief term 


of office. He is addressed as “ Sir,” just as 
ig the case with the Viceroy of Ireland and 
the Viceroy of India—the address of “ Sir,” 
with these two exceptions, being restricted 
to Princes of the blood—is likewise styled 
Tour Grace,“ as if a Duke, and is provided 
with a full-fledged court, with chamberlains, 
Lords and gentlemen-in-waiting, as well as 
with a military household and a ‘military 
escort, while his wife, more fortunte a 
highly favored in this respect than the con- 
sort of the Irish and Indian Viceroys, is 
attended by ladies-in-waiting and maids- of- 
honor, He is lodged in the royal Palace of 
Holyrood and holds full-fledged levees and 
drawing-rooms, presentations at which are 
considered as equivalent to presenta- 
tions to the King and Queen. He gives 
state banquets and state concerts, and dur- 
ing the fortnight that his annual term of 
office lasts he is a grand personage indeed. 
His salary for this two weeks of duty is 
$10,000, but he usually spends about five 
times that amount out of his own pocket 
in the dispensation of hospitality that is in 
every sense of the word royal in its mag- 
nificence. 


Fiortunately the Earl of Leven, who is like- 


wise Earl of Melville, can afford this. For 
he is one of the wealthiest peers of Scotland, 
having not only acquired a large fortune by 
a successful career of forty years as one of 
the leading Anglo-American bankers in Lon- 
don but likewise as heir to the sessions 
of his father and of a rich old aunt of the 
name of Miss Talbot. His father before him 
was the senior partner of the banking firm 
of Williams, Deacon & Co. tn London, and 
disinherited his younger son Norman in con- 
sequence of the latter having offended him 
by sending his boy to the University of Cam- 
bridge, “‘ whereby the probability of his be- 
coming fitted for business had decreased.“ 

The present Baril is likewise the senior 
partner of the banking firm of Meiville 
Fickus & Co., as well as of the banking 
house of Melville, Evans & Co., is a director 
of the Bank of England and of the Peninsula 
and Oriental Steam Navigation company, 
Besides this he is Keeper of the Great Seal 
of Scotland, one of the loftiest dignities and 
greatest offices of the Scottish crown, and | 
which he hoids for life. 

The family which he represents is an an- 
cient and distinguished one. The first Lord 
Melville was the Ambassador sent from Scot-. 
land to England to plead with Queen Eliza- 
beth for the Hfe of Mary Queen of Scots in 
1587, and the first Harl of Leven was an 
eminent soldier, serving in Holland, becom 
ing a Field Marshal of the armies of King 
Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden, figuring in 
the English civil war as one of the Generals 
of Oliver Cromwell, contributing in no small 
measure to the defeat of King Charles at 
the battle of Marston Moor in 1644, and after- 


the present Earl attended in New Tork the 

wedding of Consuelo Yznaga to Lord Mande- 

ville, afterwards Duke of Manchester, offi- 

ciating as the latter's best man, and it was 

by that name, too, that he was known in 
London society as one of the most popular 

men about town and diners out, and as a 

confirmed bachelor, It was not until his 

60th year that he met his affinity in the 

charming person of Lord Portman's daugh- 

ter, a lady some thirty years his junior, and 

his marriage was one of the surprises of the 
season of 1885. He is now the father of five 

children, the eldest of whom, a lad of 15, 

bears the title of Lord Balgonie. 

Lord Leven, I may state in conclusion, is 
a tall, stately, and somewhat bald man, 
clever, and who combines in his person the 
manner and appearance of the successful, 
widewake banker with those of the great 
Scotch noble and chief of one of the most 
illustrious houses of the northern kingdom 
of Edward VII. 

Young Raron de Forest, the adopted son of 
the late Baroness Hirsch and the natural 
son of her husband, besides being the prin- 
cipal heir of their wealth, is well known in 
the United States, which he has on several 
occasions visited, being much entertained, 
particularly. in New York and Newport. He 
is a.Baron by. virtue of a grant from the 
Emperor of Austria, an Englishman by nat- 
uralization, and an officer of the militia bat- 
talion of a British infantry regiment by 
nomination of King Edward, of whom he Is 
a favorite. The woman whom he has mar- 
ried, though a few years his senior, is al- 
mest as rich as himself. She is not, as de- 
scribed in some of the newspapers, the widow 
of the Henri Menier, who owns the Island 
of Anticosti in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, who 
is still alive and well, but of his brother 
Albert. Besides this she is the daughter of 
the millionaire owner of the Paris news- 
paper, the Journal, and now owns the cha- 
teau of Chamant, formerly the country seat 
of the Duke of Persigny.

New York Tribune: The stroller through 
Prospect Park at this season, no matter what 
time of day he takes his walk, is likely to 
come upon numbers of Italian women and 
girls digging dandelions, . Wandering over 
the grass, which is just springing into a 
fresh green, or crouching suddenly as they 
spy a patch of the much prized plants, they 
make odd and picturesque figures in their 
gay colored and rather.cumbersome cos- 
tumes. A sharp knife is used to uproot the 
dandelions, and these are then stowed away 
in an old shawl, a bandanna handkerchief, 
or sometinges, indeed, in the skirt of the dig-

s The police have instructions not to in- 
terfere with the dandelion gatherers, who 
are, in fact, performing a service to the 
park in clearing the lawns of the troubie- 
some weed. The only condition imposed 
upon them is that they Shall push back the 
sod with some care after cutting out a plant, 
so that. unsightly holes may not be left in 
the turf. 

Sometimes the policemen and park keepers 
are obliged to enforce.this rule in the case 
of heedless diggers, but in general the women 
are careful and make little trouble.
